4. (previously presented) A connector for contacting a conductor of a cable, the 
connector comprising: 

a receptacle for receiving the cable; and 

a contacting device adapted to be placed on the receptacle and having at least one 
piercing contact for contacting the conductor of the cable, the contacting device being adapted to 
be placed on the receptacle such that the piercing contact comes to He in a freely selectable 
position in the receptacle, in order to contact the conductor of the cable received in the 
receptacle, wherein: the contacting device comprises a plurality of piercing contacts arranged in 
a line with constant spacing for contacting a corresponding number of equally spaced conductors 
of a ribbon cable, the line of piercing contacts being adapted to be oriented relative to the 
receptacle such that the spacing between the piercing contacts in a direction across the ribbon 
cable corresponds exactly to the spacing between the conductors in the ribbon cable; the 
contacting device is in two parts and comprises a holder, adapted to be placed on the receptacle 
in a predetermined position, and a rotary unit mounted rotatably in the holder and having the 
piercing contacts arranged thereon; and the contacting device has markings thereon identifying 
particular positions of the rotary unit relative to the holder. 

5. (previously presented) A connector for contacting a conductor of a cable, the 
connector comprising: 

a receptacle for receiving the cable; and 

a contacting device adapted to be placed on the receptacle and having at least one 
piercing contact for contacting the conductor of the cable, the contacting device being adapted to 
be placed on the receptacle such that the piercing contact comes to lie in a freely selectable 
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position in the receptacle, in order to contact the conductor of the cable received in the 
receptacle, wherein: the contacting device comprises a plurality of piercing contacts arranged in 
a line with constant spacing for contacting a corresponding number of equally spaced conductors 
of a ribbon cable, the line of piercing contacts being adapted to be oriented relative to the 
receptacle such that the spacing between the piercing contacts in a direction across the ribbon 
cable corresponds exactly to the spacing between the conductors in the ribbon cable; the 
contacting device is in two parts and comprises a holder, adapted to be placed on the receptacle 
in a predetermined position, and a rotary unit mounted rotatably in the holder and having the 
piercing contacts arranged thereon; and the contacting device comprises a latching means for 
fixing the rotary unit in particular positions in the holder.
